The abstract right of Great Britain 
to monpulize the trade with her colu- 
alos, or to exclude us froma partici- 
pation therein, bas never been deaied 
by tue United States. But we have 
cyntended, and with reason, that if, at 
aay time, Great Gritain may denice 
tue productions of this conutry as ne- 
Cessary 10 ber colonies, they wus be 
received upon principles of just reci- 
procity; aad further, that itis making 
au “nviaious and Walrewuly distinction 
to open her colonial ports to the ves- 
yels of other matious, and close’ them 
against (hose of the U. States, 

Antecedently to 1794, a portion of 
onr productions was admitied into the 
colonial islands of Great Britain, by 
particular coucession, limited to the 
term of oue year, but renewed from 
year to year. lo the transportation of 
those productions, however, our ves- 
sels were uot allowed to engage, this 
being a privilege reserved to British 
shipping, by which alone our produce 
could be taken to the ‘sland and 
theirs brought to us in return. From 
Newfoundland aud ber contiavntal 
posseasious, all our productions, as 
weil ax our vessels, were excluded, 
with ovcasional relaxations, by which 
in Reanony of distresa the former were 
admitted in British bottoms 


By the treaty of 1794, nhe offered 
fo concede to us,fora limited time the 
right ol carrying to her West India 
possessions, in our vessels not exree- 
ding seventy tons barden, and upon 
the same terms as British vessels, any 

roductions af the United’ States 
which British vessels might import 
therefrom. But thie urivilege was 
coupled with conditions which are 
supposed to have led to ils rejection 
by the Senate: that is; that American 
vessels should laod their return car- 
goes im the United States only, and 
moreover, that they should, during 
the continuance of the privilege, be 
precluded from carrying molasses, 
sugar, cocoa or cotton, either from 
those Islands ‘Or from the U, States 
to any other part of the world. Great 
Britain readily consented to. expunge 
this article from the treaty, and sub- 
seguent attempts to arrange the terms 
of the. trade, either by treaty, stipu- 
tations or concerted legislation, hav- 
ing failed, it has been successively 
uspended aud allowed, according to 
the varying legislation of the parties.
